Will of ADAM SIMEONS of Oglethorpe Co., GA, being afflicted in body. 

Just debts to be paid by sale of the crop and any part of the stock that can be 
spared, and by collections of the debts due to me. 

"Ta my dear old mother I will and bequeath to work for and wait and attend on 
her during her natural life, one negro woman called Harriot and if her labour 
should be more than a support, to be put in with the rest’ of my estate, and if 
that should fail to be a sufficient support, I will that she have a sufficient 
support out of my estate during her natural life." 

An equal division to be made of real and personal estate “among my dear children 
at the death of my dear wife, or when my youngest child comes of age, or when my 
dear wife should marry, Except the land." ; 
During wife's natural life, she is to have the house and 100 acres of adjoining 
land, and a child's part of the personal estate. At her death or remarriage to 
be divided among the children. Negro Harriot loaned to mother is to be divided 
among the children at death of Adam's mother. 

Land and remaining negroes to be divided into 7 lots to oe drawn by the 
children. As each child comes of age or marries they are to be given their 
share. Children were JERRY SIMEONS, JANE SIMEONS, WINNEY SIMEONS, JAMES SIMEONS, 
ANDREW JACKSON SIMEONS, ASA B. SIMEQNS, and HANNAH SIMEONS. 

“And if my dear wife should bear another child be either son or daughter, I will 
ay bequeatn that it shall be made equal with the children allready named as 
above.” : 

ADAM EBERHEART and wife ELIZABETH SIMEONS named executors, who are given power 
to sell at public or private sale any perishable property, “or to change it for 
the advantage of my wife or children so as not to waste jit nor spend it. I 
desire that my children be school and clothed and board in raising in a becoming 
manner." Signed 12-23-1819. If more debts accrue, land that can be spared is to 
be sold and payment made.

Arnould White (d. 1690, Pasquotank) named, in his will, "Brothers henry white 
and thomas Simons.e.e” (see Hinshaw Vol, 1, pe. 91), This may be the origin 
of the widely circulated statement that Rebecca, wife of Thomas Symons, was 
a White, However, will of Henry White Sr, named no daughter Rebecca; and 
the fact that the Quakers allowed a marriage, in 1700, between John Symons 
(son of Thomas & Rebecca) and Damaris White (dau. of Henry Jr.) is ample 
proof that Rebecca was not a sister to Henry White Jr., since the Quakers 
did not allow first«cousin marriages. (There is a possibility that Mary, 
wife of Arnould White, was Mary, sister to Thomas Symons; however this, too, 
is unproven and must not be accepted as fact, or even tradition - merely 
speculation. So, until some documentary proof is found to prove that Rebec~ 
ca, wife of Thomas Symons, was a White, her surname must remain a blank.)

It was the custom in New England three centuries ago to use the tems 
"Goodman" and "Goodwife" in place of "Mr," & "Mrs." And "“Goodwife” often Bi 
was reduced to "Goody" and it soundsquaint, to us today, to see married 

women referred to as "Goody"; for example, the wife of William Simons was 
referred to as Goody Simons. 


In summing up, the foregoing records show that William Simons was in East 
Hampton, Long Island, by 1651, and may have resided in Lynn, Massachusetts, ft 
previously. By 1664 William Simons was residing on Isle of Wight (now A 
Gardiner's Island), off the east coast of Long Island; by 1685, he and wife 
were deceased. The maiden name of the wife of William Simons has not been & 
ascertained, From the letters, we know that Thomas Simons or Symons of be 
North Carolina, had an uncle and aunt & cousins named Fithian on Long Is— 
land, in the 1680's, Thomas Symons’ brother, Jeremiah Symons, may have 
been named for Jeremiah Conckling, with whom the family was associated; 
there may or may not be a blood kinship. 


Savage (Reference 3, Vol. 4, page 427): "William Symonds ~ Concord 1636, 
had, by w.

The earliest proven ancestor of the Quaker Symons family of Pasquotank 
County, North Carolina, was William Simons of East Hampton (on Long 
Island), Suffolk County, New York, who settled there by 1651, 


Hast Hampton, located near the southeast corner of Long Island, was 
founded in 1649, “Under the tuition of fonnecticut for the first fif-~ 
teen years, East~Hampton was cast in the Puritan mould. After the con- 
quest of the New Netherlands in 1664, by the English, the entreaty of 
East-Hampton to abide with the colony of Connecticut was denied....In 
March, 1666, for their own safety they were constrained to purchase and 
hold under the authority of the Duke of York, by patent from Governor 
Nicoll....In June, 1674, after the reconquest from the Dutch, a renewed 
petition to be joined with Connecticut, is made in vain....Disunited in 
government, it remained essentially in spirit a fragment of New England 
oeee” (Reference 1, p. 12). 


‘William Simons was one of 34 men allotted land in Bast Hampton in 1653: 
"Book 2, page 159,~The Recordes of the Meadow at Norwest July Sth 1653.
